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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN & DISTRICT CHIEF 


New Hampshire is the fastest growing state in the northeast in terms of pop- 


ulation increase. It is also an industrialized state and this growth is likely to 
continue, all of which means more families and homes. Our growing summer 
population is scattered throughout the state with a phenomenal increase in va- 


cation homes. 

Many new homes and practically all cottages are being located in wood- 
lands and abandoned fields and forests crowd into the back yards of our vil- 
lage streets. In a state where the forests cover 86% of the land surface, it is 
necessary that everyone be aware all through the season, which comes with 
the disappearance of the snow until the snow comes again, of the need to be 
careful with outdoor fires and fire sources. 


The following action will help: 


1. To teach our children the danger of lighted matches. 

2. To never discard lighted smoking material from a car or while walking 
through fields or woods. 

3. To safely dispose of rubbish preferably at the town dump. If you must 
burn— 

a. You need a written permit from the town fire warden for all debris 
burning except when the ground is covered with snow. Cooking 
fires in outdoor fireplaces or in charcoal brasiers in your own back 
yard is permitted on notification of the warden. 

b. The warden is forbidden by regulation to allow burning of house- 
hold rubbish on grass by householders between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 
P.M. 

c. Have equipment on hand to control the fire before you light the 
match. 

4. Promptly report any fire out of control to your fire warden or fire 
department. 
Help to keep our town out of the fire occurrence column and save our tax 





dollars for useful purposes.

REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Library again received $100.00 in reference books under the State- 
wide Library Plan. The proposed budget includes money for the beginning 
of the Dewey Decimal Cataloging which must be completed by 1972. 

Mrs. Arlene Russell was reappointed Librarian with Mrs. Marcella Hoff- 
man and Mrs. Elaine Stevens as Assistants. 

Many favorable comments have been received on the relighting of the 
outside lights and a vote of appreciation goes to Ralph Ward for a difficult 
job well done. The Historical room is still being used for meetings and the 
gymnasium is being used extensively. This fact is reflected in the increase 
of electricity used. 

Two new services are now available to all borrowers. A gift of fifty record 
albums from RCA forms the nucleus of a new collection. Suggestions for ad- 
ditions may be given to Mrs. Russell. These albums may be borrowed by high 
schoolers and adults. Twenty five titles are now available in large print edi- 
tions of well known books for those whose eyes may find them easier to use. 
These are the property of our library—a gift from the State under a Federal 
Grant. Additional titles are available from the Bookmobile by request to the 
librarian. 

Under a separate article in the warrant a transfer of funds appropriated in 
1968 for a ventillating system is requested. Since this now does not have to 
meet Civil Defense requirements the Selectmen have suggested the installa- 
tion of exhaust fans and a changeover in the present heating system to allow 
for heating upstairs without heating the gym. A separate switch with blow- 
ers would heat the gym when in use. 

The Trustees call to the attention of all parents the danger of allowing 
children to climb on the Library roof. Not only does it break the tiles which 
causes expensive repairs but the slightest slip might well result in a fatality.

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REPORT OF THE WENTWORTH PLANNING BOARD 
1968 


The Wentworth Planning Board, in its meetings throughout the year, has 
been tackling two important problems being brought on by national growth, 
Zoning and Air Pollution. 


We are attempting to bring about a simple and reasonable ordinance 
which will protect our town from the economic problems of housing devel- 
opments and land speculation. This has already hit some of our neighboring 
towns and the impact is hard. Control of land use by the residents through 
an ordinance might be the answer. We are planning with this in mind. 


The Air Pollution is mandatory. All open burning of town dumps must 
terminate by year 1971. Two methods will be acceptable; daily burying 
in open pit or incineration. The Planning Board will seek a meeting of the 
minds with the Planning Boards of Rumney, Dorchester and Warren to seek 
the best solution.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 


The total enrollment this year is 56. Mrs. Jesseman has 12 in the first grade 
and 4 in the second. Mrs. Story has 5 in the third grade and 12 in the fourth. 
Mr. St. Germain has 7 in the fifth grade, 7 in the sixth and 9 in the seventh. 

Mrs. Belyea is doing the remedial teaching this year. She works with about 
25 different students three days a week. 

So far the year has gone well. The science program has been expanded 
(thanks to some new apparatus) and many experiments have been conducted. 
Some of them have been done with mice, chemicals, electricity and currently 
bacteria. Others are planned. 

As a curriculum aid, 40 motion pictures will be shown in the course of the 
year. At this writing 20 have already been shown. Some of the titles are: 
Bees for Hire, Hemo the Magnificent, The Alphabet Conspiracy, Largest Shov- 
el, Approaching the Speed of Sound, Beyond the Speed of Sound, The Wood- 
cock, If Bicycles Could Talk, Neptunes Oil Fields, Miss Goodall and the Wild 
Chimps, Dr. Leaky and the Dawn of Man plus 29 others. All of these films 
were free—the only cost being the postage to return them. 

The school building itself is in as good shape as can be expected for a build- 
ing of its age. The same can be said for the heating system. So far this year 
we have had almost no trouble from either. 


Highlights: 

1. The school has its own radio program once every two weeks on W.P.N.H. 
in Plymouth. 

2. The children put on a Christmas pageant which featured two short plays. 
Another play is planned for March or April. 

3. The seventh grade is earning money to enable them to go on a class trip. 
To earn money they have sold pens, held raffles and put on a supper. 

4. A baseball team will be formed in the-spring if the equipment can be ob- 
tained. 

5. The first and second grades have a bird feeding station set up outside 
their windows. So far they have seen: Blue Jays, Chickadees and Downy 
Woodpeckers. 

6. Grades 5, 6 and 7 went to the Squam Lakes Science Center for a lesson 


about birds. After the program (which was interesting as well as educational) 
the students got a chance to see live skunks, raccoons, snakes, lizzards, Y ogi 
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the Great Horned Owl and a very wild and ugly bobcat.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 
Jan. 1, 1968—Jan. 1, 1969 


The Nurse visited the school 38 times during the school year. 


Inspections were made for vaccinations, Infectious diseases, signs of ill- 
ness, Skin, Hair and Scalp inspections, Cleanliness, and Nutrition. 


First Aid Supplies were bought and maintained for the school. 
First Aid Care was given as needed when the Nurse was in attendance. 
A Health Record was kept on each pupil showing weights and heights. 


Teeth were examined. 16 needed Dental Care but we could not find a 
Dentist for a Dental Clinic. 


The State Dental Hygienist visited each classroom and talked about Den- 
tal Hygiene and how to brush teeth properly. She also showed a film on 
Dental Health. 


An Immunization Clinic was held at the school. The children received 
immunizations for Oral Polio—i1, Diptheria-Tetanus—18, Measles—1 1, 
Small pox re-vaccinations were 8. 

A second Clinic was held in June and 8 children were taken to Warren 
Medical Center for immunizations. 


The Tine T.B. Test was given to each first grader. 

The State T.B. Testing Program is limited to 16,000 New Hampshire 
first graders and their family or household contacts. No positive reactions 
were found from the Test. 


A Screening Test for Vision was done on each pupil. Parents were no- 
tified of any pupil who failed this test and advised them to have the child 
examined by an Eye Doctor. 


A Screening Test was done on each pupil for Hearing. Notices were 
sent to parents on any who failed and advised to see the family physician. 


A Pre-School Registration was held at the school. 


Home visits were made when necessary for conference with parents. 
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The Nurse attended Evening Workshops, Guidance Clinics, Teachers’ 
Conventions, School Nurses’ Sections....also Conferences with Social 
Workers.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Hereby Submitted is my Annual Report as your Superintendent of Schools. 


It is my opinion that the school has been run efficiently and well this 
year. We are always faced with the problem of multiple grades which we 
cannot do much about under present circumstances but we have been for- 
tunate in finding good teachers who are willing to teach more than one. 
Next year in all probability there will be eight grades again in the school 
which poses an even greater problem. It would be educationally sound to 
combine with another district so there would be one teacher per grade but 
there does not seem any direction to move without an appreciable increase 
in costs. The time will come when there is enough State support to make 
it financially attractive to do this but that point has not been reached yet. 


Our new teachers include Brian St. Germain as principal, teaching 
grades 5 thru 7. He is a graduate of Kentucky Wesleyan. With his interest 
in Science and professional improvement as well as a love for teaching he 
is an asset to the school. Patricia Story returned as teacher of grades 3 & 
4 and Dorothy Jesseman who needs no introduction now teaches grades | 
bo: 


The district still receives funds from Title I ESEA. Although they have 
been cut to some degree since the beginning of the program they still en- 
able us to employ Olive Belyea part time to work with children who get 
behind because of illness or who need extra help. We also receive some 
funds from Title II ESEA (library) and Title III NDEA. These with the 
Special Assistance program that our hot lunch is under makes it possible 
to do things that otherwise would be impossible. 


The lunch program under the direction of Beatrice Hutchins is very pop- 
ular. With the help I have mentioned we are now able to operate the pro- 
gram almost the entire year. We are fairly situated with books and we al- 
ways have enough supplies. The reading system is being continually 
upgraded with newer textbooks and workbooks. We hope to do something 
next year to improve the upper grade textbooks in Science and the follow- 
ing year adopt a new arithmetic book with more concentration on modern 
math but it all takes time. 


It would be valuable to once again include music in the curriculum but 
part time teachers in this subject are hard to find. Perhaps there will be 
help next year. 
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The school year has gone well so far. It is hoped the district thinks 
their children are having a good educational experience.

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EXPLANATION OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Chapter 189, Section 48 Revised Statutes Annotated of the State of New 
Hampshire, requires that the school district annual report show the total a- 
mount paid to the superintendent of schools as per the following quotation: 
‘‘Reports. Each superintendent of a supervisory union shall annually pre- 
pare a report of the total salary paid to the superintendent, showing in de- 
tail the amount paid by the state and each local school district, and their 
share of same. Said report shall be filed with the school board of each 
school district involved and shall be included in the annual report of the re- 
spective school district as a separate entry. A like report and entry shall be 
made for each assistant superintendent, teacher consultant, and business ad- 
ministrator, if any is in service in the union.”’ 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the several 
school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is 
prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the school for the 
previous school year ending June 30th. The salary of $11,500, which was 
received by the superintendent of schools of Supervisory Union #48 dur- 
ing 1967-68 school year was made up as follows: $4,500.00 paid by the 
State of New Hampshire and $7,000.00 pro-rated among the several school 
districts. Allowances of $1,300.00 for travel within the union was also pro- 
rated as stated above. 

The table below shows the portion of salary and travel charged to each 
school district.
